CHOSEN BY THE PRESIDENT. 
W ashington, Jan. 4 —The President has 
sent to the Senate tho following nomina­ 
tion: Solomon Claypool, of Indiana, to be 
Attorney

ing in the 
nomination of Mr.

Indiana, the President sent a message 
withdraw ing the nomination of Leon O. 
Bailey, recently nominated to that posi­ 
tion. 
There was every prospect th at 
Bailey’s nomination would be rejected, and 
this, doubtless, determ ined tho President 
to w ithdraw it. 
Senator Voorhees, when 
told by the representative of the United 
Press that Bailey’s name had been w ith­ 
drawn, expressed surprise. 
Ile said, how­ 
ever, th at he could not discuss the rea­ 
sons for the withdraw al. 
Ho said: ‘‘Mr. 
Claypool is one of tho finest lawyers in 
the State. 
He lives in Indianapolis. The 
nomination is a very good one.” 
SENATE. 
W ashington, Jan. 4.—The Senate on 
Thursday continued the discussion of tho 
Tariff bill. 
The resolution of Senator 
Voorhees (Ind.) calling on the Secretary 
of the Interior to r a list of homestead, 
tim ber culture and pro-omption entries 
cancelled after issue of final receipt and 
certificate therefor during the present Ad­ 
m inistration was agreed to. 
Senator Stew art (Nev.) introduced a bill 
authoriz ng the Secretary of the Treasury 
to refund all income taxes which, upon 
principles subsequently settled by decis­ 
ions of the Supreme Court, are shown to 
nave been illegally and unconstitutionally 
collected, and which have not heretofore 
been refunded. 
The money is to be paid 
out by the Commissioner of Internal Rev­ 
enue, provided application for a refund is 
made within two years from the passage 
of the act. 
A petition was presented by Senator 
Stanford (Cal.) from the Chamber of Com­ 
merce of San Francisco calling the at­ 
tention 
of 
Congress 
to 
the 
urgent 
heed 
of a 
perm anent relief 
station 
in 
the 
A rctic 
Ocean. 
Tho 
petition 
says the whaling 
fleet 
fitting out at 
San Francisco 
is 
steadily 
increasing 
and th at many hundreds of lives and m ill­ 
ions of dollars worth of property are ex­ 
posed to unusual danger in the pursuit of 
whaling in the Arctic. 
A relief station 
supplied with provisions, fuel, medical 
stores, heavy clothing and life-saving ap­ 
paratus, tho petition says, would bo a 
great boon to our A rctic whalemen. 
At 12:26 the Senate resumed considera­ 
tion of the Tariff bill, the pending ques­ 
tion being the amendment (which was dis­ 
cussed W ednesday) to change the duty on 
cotton thread, etc. Senator Vance (N. 
C.) gave statistics showing th at tho in­ 
crease of consumption of cotton in South­ 
ern mills w ithin tho last tw enty years was 
twice as great as tho increase in N orth­ 
ern mills, and th at w ithout the aid of pro­ 
tection in the South. 
A t tho conclusion of Senator Vance’s 
somewhat extended rem arks a vote was 
taken on the proposition to make the rate 
of duty on cotton threads, yarns, warps, 
etc., valued at not exceeding 25 cents per 
pound, 35 per cent. ad valorem instead of 
IO cents per pound. 
The amendment was 
rejected by tho usual party vote—yeas, 20; 
nays, 24. 
The discussion of the duty on cotton 
thread was re.-uimed on an amendment 
offered by Senator Vest (Me.) to make the 
duty on spool thread of cotton 40 per cent. 
ad valorem instead of 7 cents per dozen 
spools. 
During the dobato donator Vost 
quoted statem ents made before the Tariff 
Commission in 1882 and the Ways and 
Means Committee in 1884 to show that 
they asked a less rato of protection in 1S84 
than they asked in 1882. 
Senator McPherson (N. J.) characterized 
the duty on spool cotton as u tax on labor. 
He read from tho affidavit of Mrs. Ellen 
Strickland, a sewing woman in A tlantic 
County, N. J., showing that sho worked 
for a Philadelphia firm (which ho would 
not name lest it might interfere w ith the 
construction of tho new Cabinet) 
and 
th at she could not make more than seven­ 
ty-live cents in two days, while the man­ 
ufacturer received the benefit of 40 per 
cent, on such shirts as she made. By w hat 
process of reasoning, he asked, was a 
large duty imp. sea on the thread which 
tho poor sewing woman was forced to buy. 
A fter some discussion the amendm ent 
was rejected. 
Several other amendments to paragraphs 
relating to cotton cloth were also rejected 
after discussion. 
Senator Pugh (Ala.) 
made an extended speech on the tariff 
question. He declared him self a protec­ 
tionist in the sense of extending help and 
encouragement to American industry by 
putting duties on articles on which there 
was 
foreign 
competition. 
Tho manu­ 
facturer 
had 
no 
right 
to 
ask 
nor had Congress tho right to g ra n t 
any more protection than would make 
up the difference between tho cost of for­ 
eign and tho cost of Am erican labor. Tak­ 
ing up tho question of race supremacy, 
Senator Pugh said th a t w hite men alone 
m ust rulo in all parts of the country. 
W hite men everyw here must rest assured 
that no allurem ents of office and no differ­ 
ence as to tariff law’s could ever degrade 
the w hite people of the South to a recog­ 
nition of negro equality. 
A t 5 p. rn. the 
Sonate adjourned. 
HOUSE. 
The House spent almost tho entire day 
filibustering over a proposition to chango 
the rules. The House concurred in tho 
Senate amendment to tho bill appropriat­ 
ing $33,000 to enable the Secretary of W ar 
to issue to the Governor of Montana mil­ 
itary stores for the use of the m ilitia of 
th at Territory.
